Statement of services for which the certificate# have been 

awarded: 

On 22-12-1981, Shri B. K. Tiwary and Shri A. K. Dutta, 
Inspectors of Customs posted at GopalganJ led a Customs 
Party consisting of 5 Sepoy* and the departmental jeep 
driver for preventive • check# on the GopalganJ-Gorakhpur 
National Highway, which has recently attained notoriety for 
being used by smugglers for transporting of third country 
goods and ganja emanating from Nepal. In spite of heavy 
risk on that road. Shri B. K, Tiwary led his party on that 
day and while carrying out preventive check# made a number 
of patrol sorties. At approximately 1200 hours, Shri B. K, 
Tiwary, Shri A. K. Dutta and the party stopped a maroon, 
coloured Ambassador car bearing registration number 
UTA-8815 coming from Gopalganj and proceeding towards 
Gorakhpur. Suspecting that the vehicle was carrying con¬ 
traband goods, Shri Tiwary signalled the car to stop, flfc 
and some other Sepoys in the party walked upto the vehicle 
and wanted to search it. The smugglers who were carrying 
contraband goods quickly fled away in the car. The Cus¬ 
toms parly at that time recognised one Bhint Singh, whose 
nefarious activities have become a household word in the 
area, He has been known to indulge in violence and even 
the police force doe# not matter for him. He is suspected of 
several heinous crimes. Although fully aware that the smug¬ 
glers were led by a notorious man, Shri Tiwary immediately 
ordered his driver to chase the Ambassador car. There was 
a hot pursuit for 11 Kms. during which the car made several 
attempts to desert the road. This did not deter Shri Tiwary, 
who kept on motivating and encouraging the driver to give 
a hot chase. Shri Tiwary had positioned himself on the left 
side of the jeep, thereby totally exposing his person to risk 
of firing from the smugglers. Even if the jeep had over¬ 
turned during this hot chase, he would have been the first 

victim. Shri A. K. Dutta, the other Inspector was sitting In 

the middle between the driver and Shri B. K. Tiwary. Shri 
V. K, Singh, the jeep driver gave chase to the Ambassador 
car. After a hot chase of 11 Kms. the Customs jeep finally 
came Pear the Ambassador car and again Shri Tiwary showed 
no concern for his life and ordered Shri V. K. Singh, 
driver to overtake and stop the car. While the jeep 

was overtaking the car the smugglers opened 

fire and threw bombs on Shri Tiwary, who was sitting on 
the left front side of the jeep. They also fired at the officer# 
and staff with a etengun and one of the rounds hit Shri Vijay 
Kumar Singh, the driver on the rebound. The explosion of 
the bombs killed Shri Tiwary on the spot and seriously injured 
Shri A. K. Dutta, Inspector, who was sitting next to him. 
The smugglers took advantage of this and fled away. The 
Sepoys jumped down from the jeep and fired from their rifles 
but this process took some tjme as the visibility around had 
become poor because of the smoke and dust of the bomb 
blast. This time-lag enabled the smuggler’s car to take sub¬ 
stantial lead and the Sepoys also could not chase them leav¬ 
ing their seriously injured officers behind. The departmental 
jeep has also been damaged due to the blast and the firing. 

The sepoys In the jeep stopped a vehicle going toward# 
Gopalganj and took Shri Tiwary and others injured to the 
Sadar Hospital, Gopalganj. Shri Tiwary was declared dead 
by the doctor. The Injured Shri Dutta and Shri Singh (Driver) 
were promptly attended by the doctors. F.I.R. was lodged 
at Kuchaikot Police Station about 2 KMs. from the point 
of the incident. The ill-fated Customs jeep BRE-7350 was 
towed to Kuchaikot Police Station in damaged condition. 
On 23-12-81, Pathrewa Police Station in Deoria District of 
U.P. seized the said ambassador car towed by a jeep bear¬ 
ing registration number UTA-5214 in Fazilnagar (UP). Four 
persons, namely. Surender Singh, RPF Constable of Gorakh¬ 
pur (UP) and Mirza Karim Beg of Gorakhpur (UP), Sheo

Bachan Singh, of Gorakhpur (UP) and Sheonath Ttlpafhi of 
Siwan (Bihar) were arrested and two pistols, 5 catridges and 
25 Kg*. of Ganja were recovered from the ambassador car. 
The Premises of the suspected registered owners of the car 
namely, Gnjendra Singh and Vircndra Singh, brothers and 
residents of Baulia Railway Colony, Gorakhpur were searched 
as a result of which a stengun, two bomb# and 150 catridges 
apart from other arms were ajso recovered. Gajendra Singh 
has a previous criminal record and Is involved In nearly 18 
grave criminal cases, 4 for murder, 1 for attempted murder, 
5 for dacoities, 3 for major cases of rioting etc. On three 
occasions, firearms were also recovered from his premises, 
Mirza Karim Beg is also involved in a previous case of 
murder. 


It is clear from the details of the incident that S|Shrl Tiwary, 
A. K. Dutta, Inspectors and V, K. Singh, jeep driver dis¬ 
played exemplary courage, initiative and devotion to duty of 

the highest order.
